f. Public Appearances and Demonstrations 
By NSRP Members 


The Alan Douglas Show was heard over radio station 
WKYC, Cleveland, Ohio. This program commenced at 11:05 p.m., 
on April 17, 1967, and concluded at 1:00* a. m. , on April 18, 1967 

The Alan Douglas Show is a panel type discussion 
program which presents controversial matter type programs. 

Alan Douglas acts as a moderator and usually has two or 
three experts from a particular field expound a certain 
controversial subject with another group or one or two 
individuals acting on the opposite view. However,, in this, 
case it was evident that Alan Douglas was not only the 
moderator of the program btit took the opposite view from 
that of the NSRP. This prograia followed the usual format 
of having individuals telephone the 1 station directly or 
send telegrams to express their views and ask the panelists 
various questions. This phase of the program is usually 
the last thirty minutes of the program, as was the case 
during the NSRP program. 

At the inception of the program CHARLES O. FARRIS 
was introduced as the Chairman of Chapter 49 of the NSRP, 
Cleveland, and MARTIN BARRETT was introduced as the Midwest 
Coordinator of the NSRP, Chicago, Illinois. In addition, 
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a Mr. 'NELSON LUCKY (phonetic) was the third member of the 
NSRP' panel who was* introduced solely as a member of Chapter 
49, NSRP, Cleveland. . 

During the early* part of the- program, FARRIS 
was' asked by DOUGLAS to give an estimate' of the number of 
people' in the NSRP, as well as their names. FARRIS replied 
that *he was hot permitted to give the number of people 
in the NSRP nationally or locally but, that the NSRP is the 
"strongest right wing group" and then pointed out that the 
NSRP is "stronger than the klan." 


Following FARRIS* remarks the platform of the 
NSRP was given by DOUGLAS with comments usually from FARRIS 
on each particular item. In general it was agreed by 
FARRIS that the NSRP advocates a white America, with 
white supremacy; expouses the eventual total segregation 
of the white race from the Negro and the Jew; the opposition 
of race mixing between all races and organizations and. 
finally a program whereby all Negroes in the United States 
would be sent to a country of their choice in Africa and 
all Jews sent to Israel. 


FARRIS and BARRETT during the program continually , 
pointed out that the NSRP is not radical in nature nor

Following the regular panel discussion, the program 
was thrown open to telephone calls and telegrams from the 
listening public. None of the callers or telegram writers 
were favorably impressed by the appearance of the NSRP or 
what they advocate. The majority of them openly indicated 
that the members of the NSRP were plainly ’•ignorant" as 
well as un-American. 

Throughout the program ALAN DOUGLAS continually 
"tore up" any discussion by the NSRP panel members and 
for the most part made them look very bad. In general 
the selection of these three NSRP representatives was very 
poor and their appearance did more to harm the NSRP 
movement than it did to help their program. The publicity 
that they received throughout this particular program was 
adverse to their motivation for appearing oh the program 
and the sampling of the numerous individuals who called 
the program and wrote telegrams to the program would 
indicate that there is little interest in the NSRP movement.

"2, That the principal office and place of business of 
the corporation shall be in Chatham County, Georgia, with 
the right to establish branch offices and places of 
business elsewhere within or without the State of Georgia. 

"3. That the purpose for which this cop oration is 
organized is publishing and to gather news of all kinds 
and information and facts of a political, literary, 
social, racial and regligious nature and to disseminate 
the same through the newspaper known as The Thunderbolt 
and through various publications, periodicals, books, 
pamphlets, leaflets, handbills and the printed word. 

Further, its purpose is to engage in publishing activities 
and sell and give away books, newspapers, periodicals 
and all kinds of printed matter and to accept contributions, 
inheritances and gifts for carrying on the objectives of 
its work.

on October 22, 1967, but failed to react similarly to the 
attack on the USS LIBERTY, a ship bombed during the recent 
Arab-Israeli War. 

The article congratulates the Egyptian Navy on the 
sinking of the Destroyer Elath, and calls the politicians, 
who refused to complain about the attack on the USS Liberty, 
"cringing cowards.” 

Another article on the same page relates that the 
U. S. Secret Service suspected the FBI as being involved in 
the Kennedy assassination. 

Page 4 contains a main article headlined "PRESS 
SUPPRESSES RACE OF CRIMINALS", in which it charges that 
publications withhold the identity of the race of various 
individuals who are raping, attacking, and murdering white 
people. The article indicates that such individuals are 
Negroes and relates certain reputed articles concerning 
attacks by Negroes on white people have not, been adequately 
reported in news publications. 

The same page contains a large advertisement for 
mail-order guns, noting that they can be obtained from the 
Southern Information Service, P. 0. Box 3432-A, Birmingham, 
Alabama, and describing them as fine Christmas gifts. 

Some of the weapons pictured are the Eagle Carbine Mark II, 
.45 ACP, and the M98 Mauser, as well as the Remington Mil 
Riot Gun, 


Page 5 contains a picture identified as a group of 
Jews who marched in New York with the Israeli flag, in honor 
of Israel's victory over the Arabs, which carries an explana- 
tory sentence that it indicates that the Jews' loyalty is 
to Israel before the United States. 

The same page also contains various news notes 
from the Middle East War, such as a short article alleging 
that Jews dynamited four Arab homes; that seven Arab 
civilians were executed by the Jews on August 10; that 
Israel hopes to make $65 million from tourists who must 
now pay the Jews to visit the holy sites ; and that Israel 
is pumping oil out of Egypt's Abu Suweira Fields as fast as 
possible.

Page 6 is the editorial page of the publication and 
identifies the mailing address as P. 0 o Box 6263 , Savannah, 
Georgia, telephone 355-4271, and the Editor as Dr. Edward R« 
Fields. 


The Editorial calls for the Anti-Riot Bill to be 
stopped in the U. S c Senate, noting the bill was ‘'jammed 
through" the House of Representatives. The Editor interpre- 
tatres the bill as preventing the interstate travel of 
individuals who inform the white people of the dangers from 
the Jews and the Negroes. It notes that the bill’s 
proponents want no Paul Revere riding ahead, shouting, 

"The niggers are coming." 

The Editor is also critical of President Johnson’s 
support of the bill, and urges readers to communicate at 
once with their Senators in order to oppose the bill. 

This same page also carries a caricature cartoon 
of Arthur J. Goldberg, U. S. Ambassador to the United 
Nations, noting that Goldberg is on the National^

Page 7 is headlined "CLIPPINGS FROM THE JEW PRESS" 
and contains various reported extracts, critical of Jews.

Page 8 is captioned "NSRP ACTION NEWS" and is 
headlined "DR.

In an article concerning Doctor Fields’s speeches 
in Chicago, Illinois, and St. Louis, Missouri, an article 
refers to such rallies as being successful, and comments 
that, on October 5, when Dr. Fields spoke before the 
Chicago NSRP, the hall was filled with loyal supporters.

The Bureau instructed that each office is to remain 
alert for the publication of any black nationalist newspapers, 
newsletters, or any similar printed material. Each issue of 
such material is to be submitted to the Bureau with a letter 
analyzing its contents. This analysis is to include information 
as to whether cases have been opened on individuals identified 
as black nationalist leaders, whether those qupted as having, 
made inflammatory speeches have been recommended for the 
Rabble Rouser Index, whether cases have been opened on black 
nationalist groups named therein, and whatiis being done regarding 
coverage of future black nationalist events. The Bureau rioted 
that the letter should show that full use has been made of the 
publication from an intelligence standpoint. . _ 

The Bureau further noted that it must be understood 
that such papers and analysis must be submitted to the Bureau 
by ( more expeditious means if the facts so warrant. In this 
regard the Bureau noted that any such paper or publication can 
achieve notoriety locally or nationally by reason of its inflammatory 
contents and that the Bureau may receive inquiries from 
Government officials concerning same. 

KThe Bureau also noted that in addition, each office 
receiving "The Worker", "The Militant" or ,other similar Marxist 
papers or periodicals is to thoroughly review the publication 
for' intelligence material. Any lead material pertinent to the 
black nationalist investigations of that office is to be acted 
upon. It will not, however, be necessary to advise the Bureau 
of the results of the reviews of these publications.

It was noted members were against "Jews, Communism, 
monopoly, race- mixing and internationalism". On .February 
9, 1968, SV T— 4 advised that the NSRP continued its vocificerious 
opposition to "anything Jewish or Negro" through use of speakers 
like J. -B. STONER, EDWARD FIELDS and CONNIE LYNCH who spoke for 
the NSRP throughout the country. SV T-4 noted that the 
organization appeared to be more successful and active in areas 
of racial unrest.

IV. FINANCES* 

On February 1, 1968, SV T-24 advised that on April, 12, 
1967 a checking account had been 1 opened at the Liberty National 
Bank and Trust Company, Savannah, Georgia, under the name of 
the National Executive Committee of the .National' States Rights ‘ 
Party, P. 0. Box 6263, 8 Montgomery Crossroads, Savannah, 

Georgia. According to SV T-24, the initial, deposit was $1;196.’25, 
and the authorized signatures entitled either J. B. STONER, 

Vice Chairman, or Dr. EDWARD R. FIELDS, Director, to write checks 
on this account. The account was maintained during the inter- 
vening period, with a monthly, balance of about $1,000, with 1 
several' large deposits of numerous small checks from all over 
the country as well as cash being m&de during each month. 

According to SV T-24, on July 7, 1967, another checking 
account was, opened at the same financial institution under the 
name of "The Thunderbolt", same address and authorized signatures. 
This account was opened with a cash deposit of $233, but two more 
deposits of small checks totaling about $1,'500 were made by the 
end of July, 1967. This account maintains a somewhat higher 
balance and has increased gradually. 

SV T-24 said. that as of January 31, 1968, the balance 
in the first account was $1,308.25; the balance in the second 
account was $2,672.36. 

SV T-24 related that the funds were sometimes trans- 
ferred from one account to the other and that., the expenditures 
appeared to be' for such matters as printing, ftills, postage; 
utility and re.nt for. quarters , wages of employees, traveling 
expenses and other minor expenditures. It was noted that 
STONER and t FIELDS appear to be the only NSRP' officials regularly 
drawing funds from these accounts by checks marked payahb td 
them, noting that FIELDS appeared, to. be drawing an average;, ef 
about $100 to $125 a week; and ^^N^R a lesser aadurit, with th€» 
latter*s checks being marked "Legal 'Fees". According to SV T-24, 
checks were infrequently issued, to CONNIE LYNCH in amountq^less 
than $100 generally and were usually marked "Traveling Expenses". 

It is noted that the January, 1967, issue oi "The 
Thunderbolt" announced the rise in annual subscription prices 
from $3 to $5. 
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V. PUBLICATIONS 
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It is noted* that M The Thunderbolt” is self -identified 
as the publication of the NSRP and is published ifiorithiy. 


On August 17, 1967, SV T-25 v advis.ed that | | 

leader of the Fort Lauderdale Chapter of the NSRP at that time, 
was a partner in the ownership- and' operation of the Bouleyard 
Press, which company owned a printing press used primarily to 
print racist literature. 

On July 25 ; 1967, SV T-15 advised that the "NSRP Report’*, 
a local publication, * is financed and printed by Chapter I of the- 
NSRP at Jacksonville, Florida. According to SV T-15, this publi- 
cation is sent to all chapter members. 

VI. MISCELLANEOUS 


On January 29, 1968,, SV T-l related that, he estimated 
ther.e wefe about 24 to 3,000. mail-correspondent 'type' members aiid 
contributors, of the ’NSRP located throughout the cogfatry* noting 
that this estimate' was based on -an observation of 'a lis.t of 
names of these individuals maintained by J. B, STONER. He said 
that by' "members" he meant those individuals. who paid $10 per 
year dues, noting that he had no way of telling the actual , 
active members .and he described a contributor as an individual 
who regularly, usually monthly, gave a sum of money to the 
organization. SV T-i said he' estimated' the total subscription 
list of "The Thunderbolt" to be about 6,000 a’t this time; He 
noted that 1 it was his understanding that the 'membership list 
was constantly changing due to the fact a subscriber might 
become a contributor- and a contributor might become a member 
or vice versa. SV T-l related that it, was his understanding 
also that the NSRP desired to relocate its National Headquarters 
Offices which he understood were presently in Savannah, Georgia.

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(B) WHITE MILITANT GROUPS - RACIAL MATTERS. 
(ORGANIZATION) In view -of increasing militancy in the racial, 

field, neighborhood groups whose members are of the white race, 
have been springing up throughout the United States. Some of these 
groups appear to be militant in nature and some urge the white man to 
arm himself as a means of protection against racial violence. Some of 
these groups are known to sponsor demonstrations against integration 
and against the bussing of Negro students to white schools. Others 
appear to advocate more violent methods of opposition to integration. 
The appearance of these groups is noted mostly in the white ghetto 
areas of the large ;cities which border on minority group living areas. 

In order to fulfill our responsibilities in the racial 
intelligence field we must be cognizant of the groups and their aims 
and purposes. Upon receipt of information as to the formation or 
existence of such a group, a preliminary investigation should be 
immediately initiated to determine the aims and purposes of the organ- 
ization, its leaders, approximate membership, as well as any pertinent 
background data which will assist in determining the militancy of the 
group. 


From information presently available, it appears that 
many of these organizations have been founded on principles of fear 
rather than hate and as such, they cannot be classified as hate groups. 
Your investigations should,, therefore, be discreet and most circumspect. 
You should limit your inquiries to a review of Bureau files, contacts with 
Bureau informants, and established sources, and the use of public 
source information. 


- \ Upon completion of your investigations, a communication 
in form suitable for dissemination should be forwarded to the Bureau 
.together with a recommendation as to whether additional investigation 
> is warranted under Section 122A of the Manual of Instructions as it 
pertains to the investigation of Klan and white hate groups. 


. - In addition to the above, I wish to point out to you the 

possibility of reactions by the Klan, white hate groups, and residents 
of white ghetto areas to the recent wave of racial disorders resulting 
from the assassination of Martin Luther King, Jr. You should remain 
alert to "this possibility. Informant coverage of the Klan, white hate 
groups, and white ghetto areas must be intensified so that plans of 
retaliation or overt action are known to the Bureau prior to their taking
